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The Town of Rimbey, situated 
-about thirty-five miles northwest of 


Lacombe is one of the most thriving 
farming centres in the Province. The 
town is located on high land, near 
the eritrance to the Blindman Valley, 
atid commands an unobstructed view 
of this fertile yalley for many miles. 
A drive to Rimbey just now will be 
a revelation to anyone. Hundreds of 
thousands of acres of grain in stook, 
threshers working on évery hand, 
and the autumn tints of the trees 
makes a pictute not soon to be for- 
gotten. — ) 

Rimbey was founded by the Rim- 
bey Brothers, who came west about 
thirty-five years ago from the Cen- 
tral States, seeking a. favorable loca- 
tion for farming and stock raising. 
In the Rimbey country they found 
their ideal, and taking up land there, 
a trading centre was soon formed, 
and has grown since that day until 
at present the Town of .Rimbey is 
one of the most up-to-date  settle- 
ments in the west. Every line of 
business is represented here, and 
the residents boast of most modern 
conveniences, such as electric power 
and light, private water systems, etc. 

Before the advent of the Lacombe 
and Blindman Electric ~ Railway 
c20ut 1914, Rimbey’s trading centre 
on the railway was Lacombe, and all 
grain, cattle, and hogs were shipped 
from this place. It was no uncom- 
mon sight in those days to see from 
fifty to one hundred wagon loads of 
hogs come into Lacombe, together 
with lange herds of fat cattle, etc. 
The Rimbey country was especially 
adapted for mixed farming, and the 
raikway being~so far off, it was 
found more profitable to feed their 
grain to live stock, for which at that 
time there was an unlimited market. 

In 1914 the railway was got under 
way, and Rimbey was made the term- 
inas for several yéars. "A" railway 
station was built, elevators ‘were 
soon erected and the long, — tedious 
haul to Lacombe was a thing of the 
past. The farmers of this district 
have stayed. with their first love, 
however, and still go extensively in- 
to the raising of live stock. The 
district is famed as one of the best 
in the west. ‘ 

To the west and north of Rimbey 
there are extensive timber limits,, 
with many saw. mills turning out mil- 
Jions of feet of first class lumber, 
which finds a market all over the 
west. 

The Town itself is splendidly laid 
out; the streets are wide and well 
kept,’ and there are many lovely 
homes, with well planted grounds. 
It has a look of prosperity at all 
times.

Says Japanese Occupation Of Man- 
churia Is Of Benefit To Chinese 

‘We in Japan look upon the task 
of modernizing China with sympathy, 
but the endless disturbances in that 
country have been a cause of constant 
uncertainty in our political and eco- 
nomic relations with her,’ declared 
Hon. Iyemasa Tokoguwa, Japan’s 
Minister to Canada, in an address at 
Fort William, recently. 

Japan has continued to endure for 
more than a score of years, he said, 
and with patience and moderation, 
intolerable moral sufferings and in- 
calculable material damage, solely in 
the hope that China might one day 
be awakened to the necessity of re- 
storing her internal peace and order 
and reciprocating Japan's forbearance 
and friendliness. China has failed 
entirely to-do so. Japan’s recent ac- 
tions in Manchuria, he said, were 
nothing but a legitimate act of self 
defence. The cause of the 
Manchurian trouble, the minister 
maintained, was the destruction of 
the Japanese owned South Manchu- 
rian railway, but this was not an 
isolated case. It was rooted in many 
provocations. 

The presence of the Japanese in 
Manchuria has benefited the Chinese 
on the whole far more than the Jap- 
anese.,

“In Bngland,” said the distin- 
\ guishea visitor, “we have taken the

British Speed Up 
_Telephone System, 


Invention Called “Ghost Circuits” 
Perfected By Post Office 

In an effort to speed up the British 
telephone system the post-office has 
perfected an invention which is ex- 
pected to prove revolutionary. 

A new system of “ghost” telephone 
circuits using one pair of telephone 
lines has been introduced. 

It established a new British record 
when first inaugurated to tell the 
world of Kaye Don’s record-breaking 
run in the British speed boat, “Miss 
England III.,” on Lomond. 

“The new development is based on 
the carrier wave system of voice 
transmission,” said an official of the 
G.P.O. 

“It is really after the principle of 
wireless applied to the telephone. The 
engineers, who have been testing at 
the research station in London, | have 
established that in theory one circuit 
of two wires can be used for any 
number of circuits. 

“Conversation on the ‘ghost’ circuit 
is absolutely private. This is re- 
garded as a great achievement.”

Spend Too Much On Cars 


Automobile Executive Admits That 
Purchases In Past Have Been 
Too Lavish 

Suggestion by an automobile com- 
pany executive that in the past peo- 
ple have spent too much money on 
cars featured speeches delivered at a 
luncheon held in connection with 
automotive industries day at the 
Canadian National Exhibition in Tor- 
onto. 

“I have no figures for Canada but 
conditions here are very similar to 
those south of the line as far as 
our industry is concerned, and in 1929 
in the United States more than 19} 
per. cent. of the consumer’s . dollar 
went to the automobile industry,” 
said D. R. Grossman, president of the 
Canadian Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce.

Though the state department is 
working on a programme to close 
United States consulates as an econo- 
my move, it is learned at the depart- 
ment that none in Canada is likely 
to be shut down.

In the early 90's, Lacombe knew 
Jim Gadsby well, h's bull-team being 
a familiar sight at the Town corral. 
He freighted over the old Buffalo 
Lake Trail to the ranches 
Lamberton, one of which was our 
fellow townsman’s Alf. Inskip, who 
scttled in the Spottei Lake © district 
in 1892 Jim’s return trips from 
Lacombe with supplics were frequent- 
ly delayed a matter of ten days or 
©) when’ he failed to convince the io- 
cal authorities that his efforts to 
create a little excitement ‘around 
town were nothing but harmiess 
amusement. 

Born in St: Catherines, Ontario, as 
a young -man he drifted ecross tne 
border and offered himself as a sub- 
stitute for anyone drafted for service 
in the Union Army during the Civil 
war. Jim’s modus operandi was~to 
substitute for some wealthy young 
man, accept his $500.00. which was 
the regular price, go to camp for ten 
days-or so’ and then desert, turning 
up at some other recruitng centre and 
going through the same’ performance. 
An officer from another camp with 
a disconcerting memory for faces, 
spotted Jim, and his military career 
as a recruit in the Yankee army end- 
ed abruptly but not until he had sub- 
stituted for five patriotic citizens 
under different names. Drifting 
westward, at the close of the Civil 
War he enlisted with General Custer, 
also under another name, and took 
part in the subjeotion of the Indians 
under that famous plainsman, but 
apparently fe tired of this life for 
when that gallant unit was ‘wiped out 
to the last man, Jim was not with 
him, having sought fields anew and 
pastures green. He took part, also, 
on the side of law and ozder against 
the James and Younger bends» of 
cutlaws which were poison to the 
trains and ‘banks in the stirring 70’s. 

The lure of gold in the Deadwood 
hills of South Dakota beckoned Jim, 
but if he éver won a stake in that 
rip, roaring camp he never told of it. 
Returning ottce micre ‘across the ‘bar- 
der to th® “land where he. was born, 
he rode asia cow hand fer the Stisa- 
son ranch of which George Lane was 
foreman, west of High River, and 
landed in Calgary a year or two be- 
fore the Canadian Pacific Railway 
entered that lively cow town. These 
wcre prohibition days and in order to 
sleke one’s thirst legally, one must 
procure a permit from the Lieuten- 
ant Governor at Regina. After the 
railroad reached Calgary, Jim  un- 
dertook to change the order of things 
by importiag -whiskey from Manito- 
‘a in barrels, disguised as flour or 
yom2 cther household commodity and 
retail it out to the thirsty ones, and 
thre wore many, without the form- 
ality of asking His Honour for a 
permit. Business was good then but 
the Mounties kept a sharp eye peeled 
for eontrabend liquor with the result 
that it took a good man to outsmart 
the scarlet coatcd boys of those days. 
Jim never failed to get a laugl out 
of the tale he told of snatching a 
berrel of liquor right out from under 
the ncses of the ‘‘Mounties’’ at the 
old C.P.R. station east of the Elbow. 
He and a partner had ordered a bar- 
rel snipped to ‘John Gallagher’’ 
marked ‘‘salt’’ but a man named 
March, the station agent at that time 
became suspicious of the contents 
and tipped off the police. For 
two days the barrel which was park- 
ed im the middle of the loading plat- 
form was never out of sight of at 
| least one eagle-eye ‘‘Mountie’’ and it 
began to look as if that particular in- 
vestment of Gadsby 4nd Co., would be | 
written: off as a dead !oss. ‘+My | 
partner and I went into conference,’’ 
| Jim was wont to tell, “and we de- 
| ¢-ded we would have to act that night 
if we ever hoped to rescue our nose 
paint. We got a length of rubber 
| tube that would fit over a piece of 
| half inch pipe and while Butlin talk- 
}ed to tre Mountie down at the other 
'end of the platform that night, I 
; bored a hole up through the  plat- 
‘form right into the bar’! and shoved 
| the pipe in. I had a cork in the end 
of ¢re rubber hose and a five-barrel 
can. My team was 400 yards around 
the hill and while Butlin entertained 
the cop and his reliof who came at 
| about 11 o'clock, I carried 10 cans of 
| tanglefoot to my rig and unloaded 
, them, Next day most everybody was 
crunk and the police sent their team 
and wagon down to the station to get 
the barrel up to the barracks. I 
was on the platform and if I live to 
t2 a hundred I'll never forget the 
!ock on thoes boys’ faces when in- 
s:cad of reefing away at a barrel 
Icaded with 500 pourds of nose paint, | 
she came up in their hands like an 
compty ash can. One pointed to the 
hale in the barrel and the other point- 
cd at the one in the platform and if 
pou think those laddies didn’t swear 
you got another guess coming. They | 
couldn't prove nothing on me but} 
they pinched me on a_ change of 
‘*moral turptitude’’ or something 
like that and give me thinty days!

little ‘papoose of the trail. episode 
lived to be a woman of 40. before 
“ccumbir rt to that . disease, the 
dreaded enemy of all Indian tribes, 
tuberculosis. 

In the Khondyke days he gnided 
maty parties of goldseekers to the 
Athakiasca by way of Edinonton, his 
knowledge of the country being id 
great demand. For the past twenty 
years he has lived in comparative

| obscurity, but his experiences in the 


early years of white settlement of 
what is now known as the Province 
of Alberta would have provided many 
a thrill to the youth of today. His 
passing breaks another link in the his- 
torical chain of the old West with 
the New—and there also passes one 
of the outstanding colorful figures 
in Alberta’s fast-disappearing group 
of pioneers..

Initiative Wins. 


When Marshal Foch was given command of the French army during the 
World War, one of the first things he is reported to have said was: “To 
h—1 with history and principles! What is-the problem?” Though Foch was 
perhaps the world's greatest student of military strategy, he was no slave to 
it. He tackled each problem with initiative and vim. This method won for 
Foch, 

The Review of Reviews magazine declares that a study of recent reports 
will show that those industrial organizations that exerted wise and sustained 
vim and initiative profited more than those which stood pat watchfully wait- 
ing, or those which imitated others. It points out that the larger the business, 
the ® more it tends to become standardized. System and routine often kill 
“initiative and stifle progress. This explains in part why a Small organiza- 
tion will so often place a new, out-of-the-ordinary product upon the market, 
something for which a real need has long existed but which no one previous- 
ly appeared to have recognized. 

Safety glass, now used so widely for windshields and bank cages, is 
the result of alertness and initiative. Non-shattering glass was discovered 
accidentally by a French ‘chemist who knocked over a test-tube that had 
been used for months. Stooping to pick up the pieces, he discovered that the 
paste substance in the tube held the broken glass intact. Mentally alert, the 
chemist remembered that the tube contained a mixture of trinitro-cellulose, 
ether and acetone. Experiments followed and safety glass was the result. 


Rear Admiral David Watson Taylor is credited for having been able to 
reduce the coal bill of the United States Navy by one-half, utilizing the bow 
wave for ship propulsion. A biscuit company making~money only erratically 
saw its sales rise enormously by fashioning cookies in the shape of dogs, 
animals, and similar enticing forms. A manufacturer of towels was able to 
build up sales enormously by- introducing towels in colors to harmonize 
with the bathroom tiles. Children's towels were created. Complete ensembles 
were worked out—towels, washcloths, bathmats. That plant is reported to 
have maintained full capacity throughout the depression. 

Foods have undergone marked development because of research follow- 
ed by initiative. It was discovered that tomato juice is rich in vitamines A, 
B, and C, and in three years, tomato juice has caught the public’s fancy. 
Progressive manufacturers of canning machinery were alert to their oppor- 
tunity. In two years the sales of canned tomato juice have a gain of 629 per 
cent., and bottled 177 per cent. 

Today there is no paucity of opportuitities, But there is paucity of 
vision, initiative, and courage to capitalize them. As Charles Kettering, 
vice-president in charge of research, General Motors Corporation, says, 
“Business will come back when we get products that people want to buy. 
If one-tenth of the energy was spent in getting such products instead of 
stirring up the mud, we would get along better.” 

The task of leaders is to lead. There is not an industry or a line of 
manufacture but affords unappreciated opportunity for initiative. Today, as 
during the days of the World War, executives might think to advantage as 
Marshal Foch was thinking when he said, ‘‘To hell with history and princi- 
ato What is the problem?” ;

Canada’s Chartered Banks 


Ten Doing Business Now Against 

Twenty-Eight At Confederation 

One of the ten chartered banks 
which now serve the dominion has 
been celebrating its centenary—the 
Bank of Nova Scotia which was char- 
tered in 1832. It is a remarkable fact 
that only one of these ten is a product 
of the present century, and even that 
one (Barclays) is the step-child of an 
Old Country bank which dates back 
to 1896. All our other more recent 
banks have been merged in the long- 
established institutions and today the 
Hist is as follows: 


Bank of Montreal, chartered.... 1822 
Bank of Nova Scotia.......... 1832 
Bank of Toronto .............. 1855 


Banque Provinciale (under name 
Jacques Cartier) 
Bank of Commerce ........... 1867

Dominion Bank ............... 1871 
Banque Canadienne Nationale 


(as Bank of Hochelaga) .... 1874

In comparison with the ten banks 
of today, there were at Confederation, 
twenty-eight, nine of them in the 
Maritimes, All ten which now serve 
Canada are managed from either Tor- 
onto or Montreal. Only one of them 
is of more recent origin than 1875. 
One, the Bank of Montreal, really 
dates back to 1817, but it was at that 
time a private institution. There has 
been only one bank ‘failure in sixteen 
years.—Toronto Daily Star. ,

It was probably invented by a re- 
mote ancestor who had the inspira- 
tion to use a stone for cracking’ the 
shell of an oyster or whelk. The 
earliest hammers had no handle. They 
were merely conveniently . shaped 
stones held in the palm of the hand. 

Fasten such a stone to a handle 
and you have a much more effective | 
tool. Sharpen its business end to an 
edge by chipping off flakes, and it 
becomes a stone axe. The formation 
of an edge on the earliest flint tools 
could be done only by means of a 
hammer, The hammer thus gave 
birth to both the axe and the’ adze, 
the earliest of cutting tools. 

From the adze and the chisel to 
the saw is but a step. The drill is 
simply a small chisel. It was first 
fixed to a round shaft and rotated by 
the palms of the hands; later, primi- 
tive man invented the bow and string 
method of turning it. The bow and 
string drill is still in use in certain 
trades. 


Medical Science Finds 
Chinese Doctors Right 


Experiments Prove “Pin-Prick” Cure 
Has Its Merits 

The Chinese doctors have one meth- 
od of curing their patients which has 
always bewildered and amuséd the 
western world. If a man is ill, they 
stick a pin into him. If not a pin, at 
any rate, a needle or a copper wire 
filed to a point. They do just that, and 
nothing more. No drugs are used. 

In a good many ailments this cure 
has nearly always been successful, 
and westerners put it down to faith 
curing—the powers of suggestion. 
Now, after miany centuries, medical 
science has decided there is some- 
thing in it, and the Chinese experts 
are asked to demonstrate their meth- 
ods. é 

Pricking a patient with 4 needle in 
the right spot has a certain effect on 
nerve centres, Experiments have 
shown that it causes a cessation of 
violent neuraliga, or sciatica; it has 
given temporary relief from asthma 
and has proved helpful in various 
forms of stomach or internal dis- 
orders, giving instant relief. 

Research into acupuncture—“pin- 
prick cure’—has only just started, 
but it is quite likely that in a few 
years it will be largely used instead 
of pain-soothing drugs.

Designed To Encourage Winter Feed- 
ing Of Cattle and Lambs 

Renewal of the.Feeder Purchase 
Policy designed to encourage the win- 
ter feeding of cattle and lambs of 
suitable type and quality is announced 
by the Hon. Robert Weir, Federal 
Minister of Agriculture. Under the 
terms of this policy, broadly put, the 
Federal Department will pay the rea- 
sonable travelling expenses of a farm- 
er or his agent to the stockyard point 
of purchase, the feeder sales, or near- 
est station to range point at which 
feeder stock is purchased. ‘To secure 
the benefits of the policy at least one 
car of stock (20 head of cattle or 
40 lambs, or a combined car, figured 
on 2 lambs as the equivalent of one 
beef animal) must be purchased. 
Stock purchased is subject to approv- 
al as to type and suitability by the 
official representative of the Domin- 
fon Live Stock Branch serving the 
point of purchase. Special provision 
has been,made to extend the benefits 
of the policy respectively to farmers 
of Eastern Canada; of. the Prairie 
Provinces, and of British Columbia. 
Complete details and information 
about the policy and the benefits can 
be secured by writing the nearest 
stockyard agent of the Dominion Live 
Stock Branch, or direct to R. S. 
Hamer, Chief, Cattle Division, Domin- 
ion Live Stock Branch, Ottawa. The 
policy is operative for a period of five 
months from and after August 1, 
1932.

South African Plowman 

South African planters have mas- 
tered the secret of growing seedless 
grapefruit, and bulk supplies are now 
beginning to be exported.

His blade came in contact with 
a grapefruit root and a small tree, 
growing from the incision, produced 
sterile (seedless) grapefruit. South 
African growers experimented and 
found that similar fruit could be pro- 
duced only uader special conditions.

port entitled, “Weed-Survey of the 
Prairie Provinces,” issued as the first 
publication-of-the National Research 
Couricil’s Associate Committee on 
Weed Control. 

In a ‘popular account, entitled, | 
“Weeds and Their Control,” prepared 
under the auspices of the Committee’ 
for general distribution and issued 
simultaneously, it is declared that the 
worst weeds are widely adaptable as 
to soil and climate and even recently 
settled areas such as the Peace River 
district. are being gradually invaded 
and will evéntually be overrun un- 
less more effective defensive measures 


An estimate of the losses sustained 
is made: 


“The committee’s experiments have 
shown the wheat yield of weedy plots 
to be reduced by 19 to 44 per cent. 
Taking 18 per cent, as & conservative 
estimate of the crop loss due to weeds 
in the prairie provinces, this would 
run, at current prices for wheat, oats 
and barley, to well over forty million 
dollars -for an average crop. To this 
must be added the high cost of the 
additional cultivation done to keep 
weeds within bounds, the cost of 
threshing, handling and shipping to 
Port Arthur and Fort William an- 
nually the equivalent of 96 train loads 
of 60 cars each of weed Seeds, the di- 
rect cost of dockage, and many other 
kinds of losses due to weeds.” 


Dr. Robert Newton, Director of the 
Division of Biology and Agriculture, 
National Research Laboratories, and 
the chairman of the Committee, 
states in a foreword that cultural 
methods of control must be mainly 
depended upon, since the application 
of chemical herbicides is practicable 
only for small areas. Dr. Newton 
says: 

“For most of the weeds fairly suc- 
cessful cultural methods have been 
developed, and we may expect great 
improvement along this line when we 
have available the results of the care- 
ful .studies of. the growth habits of 
weeds now being carried on by mem- 
bers of the committee. Previous pro- 
gress has been achieved largely by 
the method of trial and error; now it 
can be based on accurate knowledge 
of the effect of different treatments 
on the development of various weeds. 
It would appear that general ‘control 
may in future be achieved in propor- 
tion as educational campaigns are 
successful in inducing farmers at 
large to co-operate in the application 
of the best methods. Community ef- 
fort is essential, as with many weeds 
reinfestation from farm to farm 
takes. place- readily piel ated 

‘“‘Weed inspection systems might be 
improved by centralizing within each 
province the responsibility for both 
the appointment and supervision of 
inspectors, and by extending the leg- 
islation to require the cleaning of the 
seed. Municipal. appointees are often 
poorly qualified and ineffective. The 
educational aspect of the work should 
be emphasized. . 

“This report goes out as the first 
publication of the Associate Commit- 
tee on Weed Control. A second, deal- 
ing in a popular way with weed con- 
trol, in the light of the new informa- 
tion already available to the commit- 
tee, is being published simultaneously. 
Other papers, based on the large vol- 
ume of. investigation work under way, 
will follow in due course, It is con- 
fidently expected that these will be 
recognized as important contributions 
to the solution of a problem of the 
first importance to agriculture.” 


G. P. McRostie, Professor of Agron- 
omy, University of Manitoba; L. E. 
Kirk, Dominion Agrostologist, Domin- 
fon Experimental Farms, Ottawa; 
George Godel, W. G. Smith and J, M. 
Manson, weed investigators of the 
Saskatchewan Department of Agri- 
culture, the Alberta Department of 
Agriculture, and the Associate Com- 
mittee on Weed Control respectively, 
are the joint authors of the report 
entitled, ‘Weeds and Their Control.” 

The origin of the Committee is 
described in these terms: 


“No such body of knowledge exists 
about weeds as about animal and 
plant diseases and insects, and until 
very recently no adequate investiga- 
tions were under way to obtain such 
knowledge. 

“In recent years the exploitation by 
commercial firms of various chem- 
icals as herbicides has provoked a re- 
newed interest in this old, but never 
widely used, method of weed control. 
The National. Research Council, in 
response to requests from numerous 
organizations, called a conference in 
Edmonton in the fall of 1929, on the 
destruction of weeds by means of 
chemicals, At this conference it be- 
came clear that the whole field of 
weed control was urgently in need of 
investigation, The Council then ap- 
pointed an Associate Committee on

After their conquest of the Oasis 
of Kufra some months ago, the 
Italians banned slave traffic from that 
district;once the big market for the 
sale of men, women and children 
chased and captured in the territories 
further south, 

The Senussi Sultans of those oases 
can no longer attend Kufra market 
to buy their slaves. They have hit 
upon another plan. Théy have forced 
their male and female captives to 
marry and their offspring give these 
chiefs a perpetual supply of free la- 
bor, 

But beyond the Ttalian jurisdiction, 
in the territory where white man 
hardly ever penétrates, traffic in hu- 
man lives is still a flourishing busi- 
néss. The men are paid for according 
to their height and strength; the wo- 
men for their beauty and capacity 
to work all day under a tropical sun, 
if they are not good looking enough 
to please the local sultans. Children 
are often sold separately from their 
mothers. 

The ‘men, chained together in 


gangs, are driven hundreds of miles 


to their new masters. Their ankles 
are padlocked together, Women have 
their hands-manacled. 
Many drop dead by the wayside 
before reaching the markets. - They 
are paid for in goods, generally cot- 


‘| ton stuffs, called ‘small,’ so many 


pieces for each slave, according to 
his working capacity. As a rule the 
slave traffic is the monopoly of local 
chiefs and sultans. Their subjects are 
forbidden to engage in so lucrative an 
enterprise. 

The Italians have effectually put a 
stop to it in their own territory but 
they cannot prevent it over their 
borders and in spite of their sharp 
lookout, it happens that the native 
Senussi chiefs still manage to smug- 
gle an occasional batch of slaves 
across “the customs,” just as every 
frontier sometimes lets through con- 
traband under the very noses of cus- 
toms officers. 

The work male slaves do is inhu- 
man. From morning till night they 
toil in their masters’ fields, with only 
a short pause in the middle of the 
day. Like animals, they sleep without 
any shelter on the farm lands so as 
to be all ready to start the day’s 
task. 

A slave called Zarga, one of those 
freed by the Italian colonial authori- 
ties, told them he had been captured 
many hundreds of miles south in 
Uadai and sold to a rich man called 
Brahim, in Tripoli. He was forced to 
leave his little son because his buyer 
did not want to be bothered with him. 

He was resold three times, and fin- 
ally forced to marry a _ negress. 
Others, female slaves, were presented 
to friendly chiefs by their former 
masters, then abandoned. It is the 
tale most of them tell.

Sheep Within Empire 


British Dominions Produce Large. 
Portion Of New Wool 

Nearly one-half of the world’s raw 
wool and over two-thirds of the wool 
entering world trade are produced 
within the British Empire. Exports 
of homegrown wool from Canada 
have developed rapidly since the war, 
these exports now amounting to a 
yearly average of 7,000,000 pounds, 
about 40 per cent of the entire Cana- 
dian production. 

The world’s shéep population is 
estimated at nearly eight hundred 
million head, of which about one-third 
are in the British Empire. They pro- 
duce between 3,500 to 4,000 million 
pounds of wool yéarly, and of this 
amount about 1,500 million pounds, 
incuding much of the best wool, 
comes from the Commonwealth of 
Australia, South Africa and New 
Zealand. Outside the Empire the im- 
portant producing areas are the 
South American countries, the United 
States and Russia. Of these territor- 
ies only South America has a surplus 
for export. 


Belgian Memorial Stamps 


Dedicated To Infantrymen Who Fell 
On West Front 

Special postage stamps have been 
issued in Belgium, dedicated to the 
glory of the Belgium infantrymen 
who fought and fell on the Yser, at 
Nieuport, Dixmude, and other sectors 
of the Western front. 

The design common to both of the 
two denominations consists of a giant | 
figure of an infantry soldier clad in| 
great-coat, steel casque, and full 
equipment, striding amidst a blaze 
light through the ruins of a village. 

A total of 40,000 pairs was printed, 
and the stamps were sold at a pre- 
mium upon face value in aid of the 
erection of a national monument in | 
Brussels. Their values and colors are: | 
75 centimes (plus 3f. 25c) red; and 1f. | 
75c. (plus 4f. 25c.) blue. They make a 
notable addition to the many issues | 
of stamps associated with the world | 
war and its aftermath.

The surprising growth of Vancou- 
ver’s grain trade during the past ten 
years Was summarized and clearly 
illustrated by R. C. Milroy, retiring 
president of the Grain Exchange divi- 
sion of the Vancouver Merchants’ Ex- 
change. The occasion was the an- 
hual meeting of the division. 

‘For the fourth successive year Van- 
couver has exceeded Montreal in ex- 
ports of Canadian wheat. Then years 
ago Vancouver exported 8,000,000 
bushels, while Montréal shipped 34,- 
000,000 bushels of Canadian wheat. 
Last crop year, 1931-32, Vancouver 
exported more than 75,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat and Montreal 54,500,000. 

Ten years ago Vancouver's elevator 
accommodation was 1,500,000 bushels. 
Today, including additions now under 
construction, the port has the largest 
ocean grain elevator accommodation 
in the world, with 17,728,000 bushels. 
Montreal is second with 15,162,000 
bushels. 

In 1921-22 Vancouver exported 6 
per cent. of the Canadian wheat crop. 
In 1931-32 this port exported 44 per 
cent. of the Canadian wheat crop. 
Montreal and other eastern Canadian 
ports 87 per cent., and United States 
ports 19 per cent, 

Ten years ago Vancouver's oats ex- 
port was 250,000 bushels; last year 
it was 7,000,000 bushels. 

Ten years ago this port's grain ex- 
port to Europe were 4,500,000 bush- 
els; last year it totalled 71,000,000 
bushels. 

Last year’s export from Vancouver 
was 84,000,000 bushels of all grains, 
second highest movement in history 
of the port.

American Laboratory Constructed On |

window, Outside is a thick coating of 
cork with an outer layer of pricks.

HISTORIC SITE 
OFFERED FOR SALE 


Reminiscences of early days in 
Lacombe were brought to light at a 
meeting of the Town Council last 
week when it was decided to offer 
the site of the old  hydro--electric 
plant at the junction of the Red 
Deer and Blindman rivers for sale 
to the highest bidder. Between 
eighty and ninety acres of land com- 
prising the site of the old dam which 
for years supplied water power to 
the 225 h.p. generator is being of- 
fered and a notice eppears elsewhere 
in these columns. 

The Town took over this plant in 
1909 from the Blindman River Elec- 
tric Power Company, an organization 
consisting of E. E. Farncombe, 
George S. Wilkins, Frances E. Wil- 
kins and others at a cost of about 
$26,000.00. Shortage of water dur- 
ing the winter months in succeeding 
| years compelled the town to erect a 
steam plant to protect its  uninter- 
rupted supply of current and also to 
supplement the plant due to the 
ever-increasing demands made upon 
it for electrical energy. Hydro and 


| steam were jointly used for a num- 


ber of years, until 1916, when the 


| dam was washed out and not replac-
